No. 2'i-Pres./65 ,' — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKRA, CLASS II, for acts of 
gallantry to the undermentioned personnel : — 

1. 1006 VG Subedar THEPFURILIE ANGAMI 
( Effective date of award — 23rd June, 1963), 

On 16th .January, 1961, Subedar (then Jemadar) Thepfurilie 
Angami, wSn 9 Village Guards, was detailed to locate a hos- 
tile camp in a jungle area and to find out its approximate 
'"strength in order to plan suitable action. Subedar Angami 
located the camp in which there were about 20 hostiles. 
Realising that, if he went back to fetch a bigger force, the 
hostiles might disappear, he decided to launch an attack 
immediately with the meagre strength of his patrol. This 
attack proved very successful. On several previous occasions 
also he had successfully led patrols against hostiles. 

In June 1963, a party was organised from among the Vil- 
lage Guards to go underground in order to collect intelli- 
gence. Subedar Thepfurilie Angami acted as the Captain of 
the pseudo-gang, He gained very valuable information as a 
result of which suitable action was taken. On one occasion 
the party met a hostile gang with a strength nearly double its 
own, Subedar Angami played his part with great coolness 
and managed to break away from the gang without raising 
any suspicion, 

Throughout, Subedar Thepfurilie Angami displayed com- 
picuous bravery and resourcefulness and leadership of a very 
high order, 

2. Shri PATRIC EDWARD CRIZZLE (Posthumous) 
( Effective date of award — 8 th March , 1964). 

On 8th March, 1964, Shri Patric Edward Crizzle was 
Driver of 38 Down Madras-Howrah Express, While the train 
was running through a station he saw that the line ahead 
was occupied by another train. Realising the imminent 
danger, he applied all the brakes to stop the train and shouted 
to bis two firemen to jump off the engine to save their lives. 
He himself remained at his post and faced death instead of 
jumping off the engine. Shri Crizzle succeeded in appreciably 
controlling the severity of the collision and thereby reduced 
the loss of human lives, but at the cost of bis own. 

Shri Patric Edward Crizzle displayed great presence of 
mind, exemplary courage and self-sacrifice. 

3. 2365 VG Subedar ZHEVISHE SEMA 

( Effective date of award — 15f/z January , 1964) 

On 14th June 1963, while going up a steep climb through 
a densely wooded forest, Subedar Zhevishe Serna, with 11 
Village Guards, was ambushed by a party of 35 armed hos- 
tiles. The hostile fire came from very close range but in 
the face of a hail of bullets, Subedar Zhevishe Sema showed 
cool courage and presence of mind. He threw a grenade and 
dividing his men into two parties charged from opposite 
directions completely routing the ambush. 

On 15th January, 1964, Subedar Zhevishe Sema, with 15 
Village Guards, was detailed to provide protection to the con- 
voy of the Additional Deputy Commissioner, Zunheboto 
proceeding to a hostile- infested area to inspect polling booths, 


Subedar Zhevishe Sema volunteered to travel in the leading 
vehicle with only four Village Guards. When his vehicle 
reached a village it was ambushed and attacked with heavy 
small arms fire. Subedar Zhevishe Sema was hit in the thigh 
and fell down bleeding profusely. His pistol was also hit 
and put out of action. He seized a rifle from a Village 
Guard, crawled to a firing position and engaged the advanc- 
ing hostiles, at the same time ordering his men to stand fast, 
His men effectively kept the hostiles at bay until the main 
protection force arrived and charged the hostile positions 
making them withdraw. Thus, during a critical period, with 
only 4 men under his command, Subedar Zhevishe Sema 
thwarted the onslaught of a much superior hostile force. 

Subedar Zhevishe Sema displayed conspicuous gallantry, 
devotion to duty and leadership of a high order. 

No. 24-Pres./65. — The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the vrR CHAKRA for acts of gallantry to the 
undermentioned personnel ; — 

1. Second Lieutenant V1NOD KUMAR GOSWAMY 

( IC- 1 2 3 23 ) , ( Posth umom ) 

4 Garhwal Rifles 

( Effective date of award^-l4th November, 1962). 

On 14th November 1962, 2/Lt. Goswamy was detailed to 
observe the activities of the Chinese on the north side of 
river Towang Chu in NEFA* and, if possible, to capture a 
Chinese prisoner. He led his patrol through thick jungle 
and established a base south of the river. In the evening, 
he noticed 20 Chinese soldiers stopping near a hut in village 
RHO and settling down for the night. 

After darkj 2/Lt, Goswamy took seven men with him and 
crossed the river. Some time later, he led his patrol towards 
the hut. 2/Lt. Goswamy observed a man sitting near the 
trail who he soon discovered was a Chinese sentry. Proceed- 
ing quietly towards him along with a rifleman, he pounced 
upon him and snatching his rifle muffled his mouth with a 
towel. The scuffle, however, brought another Chinese sol- 
dier out of the hut, and though he fired, 2/It. Goswamy 
bayonetted him. Our covering party then started firing sten 
guns and th owing hand grenades as a result of which there 
was confusion in the hut as well as in the village. 2/Lt. 
Goswamy realising that it would not be possible to drag the 
sentry away hit him on the head with the butt of the cap- 
tured rifle and started withdrawing to his base, He was not 
seen thereafter. The rest of the party returned to Head- 
quarters on the morning of the 15th November, 1962, 

Id this action, 2/Lt. Vinod Kumar Goswamy displayed 
exemplary courage, initiative and leadership in the best tradi- 
tions of the Indian Army. 

2. Lieutenant UJAGAR SINGH TEJE (JKC-30), 

13 J & K Militia 

(Posthumous) 

( Effective date of award — 22nd September, 1964). 

Lieutenant Teje was Commander of a Company of J & K 
Militia in a valley in Jammu & Kashmir when on 22nd Sep- 
tember* 1964, one of his platoons was attacked by approxi- 
mately fifty Pakistani intruders supported by mortar and 
medium machine gun fire, Leading a Section himself, he 
defended the post courageously and repulsed the attack in- 
flicting heavy casualties on the intruders, but was himself 
killed in this action, 

Lieutenant Ujagar Singh Teje displayed courage and 
leadership in the best traditions of the Indian Army. 

3. JC-4852 Subedar NANDA BAHADUR GURUNG, 

3/8 Gorkha Rifles 

(Effective date of award — 22 nd September 1964). 

On 22nd September 1964, Subedar Nanda Bahadur Gurung 
was leader of a group facing a very steep and dominating 
hostile position in J & K from which his own position 
was being subjected to medium machine gun fire by Pakis- 
tani intruders. Realising that unless the machine gun was 
silenced early there would be heavy casualties on his side, 
Subedar Gurung crept forward and hurled a grenade. He 
then rushed into the intruders' gun pit, snatched the machine 
gun and killed the gunner with his kukri. 

Throughout this fierce engagement, Subedar Nanda Baha- 
dur Gurung was a source of great inspiration to his men and 
displayed courage and leadership in the best traditions of the 
Indian Army. 

No. 25-PresJ 65 . — -The President is pleased to approve the 
award of the ASHOKA CHAKRA, CLASS ITI, for gallantry 
to the undermentioned personnel : — 

L 1628 VG Havildar GETUCLIE ANGAMI. 

( Effective date of award — 16 th September, 1961), 

Havildar Getuclie Angami was second in command of a 
Village Guard Post from 1st March, 1959 to 20th May, 1961, 
after which he has been put in command. Under his inspir- 
ing leadership the post has been successful in "capturing a 
number of hostiles and some arms and ammunition. He has 
also organised and personally led a number of successful 
operations against the hostiles in his area. 
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On the night of the 15th/ 16th September 1961, one of his 
patrols was ambushed and a Village Guard wounded. Dee- 
pi te the odds against him, Havildar Angami immediately 
charged the hostiles and shot and killed one of them at 
point blank range. This dairing action so demoralized the 
hostiles that they fled leaving behind the dead man with his 
rifle. 

Havildar Gctuclie Angami displayed gallantry and leader- 
ship of a high order. 

2. 1313448 Lance Naik SHANMUGA MUD ALIA R 

CHIDAMBARAM, {Posthumous) 

The Corps of Engineers 

( Effective date of award — 5th February ; 1963). 

Lance Naik Chidambaram was detailed to operate a point 
dozer on road construction in hilly and difficult terrain in 
Bhutan. 

On 5th February 1963, while he was operating the dozer 
in a particularly difficult and steep stretch, the second opera- 
tor gave him warning of a huge land-slide coming upon the 
machine from the hill side. Lance Naik Chidambaram did 
not abandon his dozer and, disregarding his own safety, con- 
tinued to manoeuvre in an attempt to save it. But in no time, 
both he and the machine were buried in the deep landslide. 
Rescue operations were taken in hand immediately, but by 
the time he was reached, he was dead. 

Lance Naik Shanmuga Mudaliar Chidambaram displayed 
courage and devotion to duty in the best traditions of the 
Indian Army, 

3. 1819 VG Havildar DEHTHONG, 

(Effective date of award — 13 th June 1963). 

A notorious armed gang of hostiles was terrorizing the 
loyal villagers, The location of their hideout in the jungle, 
remained undetected for a long time. On the night of 12th/ 
13th June 1963, after receipt of information about it* loca- 
tion, Havildar Dehthong set out with 25 village guards to 
attack the hideout. He succeeded in locating it, but found 
the hostiles were in strength and armed with LMGs, Sten 
Guns, rifles and grenades. Havildar Dehthong’* patrol was 
much weaker in fire power. Nevertheless, he decided to 
surround and attack the position. The hostile* opened fire 
with all their weapons, but the Village Guard* under the 
leadership of Havildar Dehthong were able to destroy the 
hideout. 

Havildar Dehthong displayed exemplary courage and 
leadership in this encounter. 

4. Assistant Sub-Inspector V1LAPAUE ANGAMI, 
(Effective date of award — 1st September , 1963). 

ASI Vilapalie Angami has a record of excellent work in 
numerous operations against hostiles. In August 1959, he 
guided a patrol of Village Guard* to the hideout of a noto- 
rious hostile and arrested him. In September 1963, on 
receipt of information about the location of a hostile hideout, 
he promptly set out with a Village Guard patrol to attack 
it. When a hostile sentry opened fire, ASI Angami who was 
just behind tho leading section, realising that there would 
be delay in collecting the whole patrol and forming up for 
attack and that the hostiles might escape, took the bold 
decision of charging the hideout with the single section hop- 
ing that in the darkness the hostiles would not notice that 
his strength was less than half theirs. Completely taken by 
surprise by the speed and intensity of the attack, the hostiles 
fled leaving behind five dead men. 

In this action, Assistant Sub-Inspector ViJapalie Angami 
displayed courage, initiative and leadership of a high order. 

5. 1563523 Sapper GIAN CHAND, ( Posthumous ) 

The Corps of Engineer* 

(Effective date of award — 11 th October , 1963), 

On 17th October 1963, Sapper Gian Chand was operating 
a heavy dozer for widening a difficult rocky portion of a 
road in Bhutan. A rock, on which the right hand track of 
the machine was resting, gave way suddenly and the 
machine started slipping. Sapper Gian Chand was warned by 
the NCO in charge to jump off, but instead of saving hi* own 
life, he tried to save the machine. In this ho did not 
succeed and fell along with the machine and was killed. 

Sapper Gian Chand displayed commendable courage and 
devotion to duty in keeping with J the beat traditions of the 
Indian Army. 

6. 3817 VG Subedar TANGSHTBA MARWATI. 
{Effective date of award — 3lJf October, 1963). 

In September-October 1963, Subedar Marwati took pan in 
a series of actions against hostile* who had entrenched them- 
selves in a very difficult thickly wooded hilly region inter- 
spersed with numeroui ravine*. 

On 12th September 1963, Subedar Marwati, with only 15 
Village Guards and after a night's march through flooded 


nullahs, successfully diilodged hostiles from a camp wounding 
two of them and capturing valuable equipment. 

On 30th September 1963, ho personally led attacks on two 
hostile camps. Documents captured from the first camp led 
to the assault on the second. With only four men, he 
crawled through thick creepers to within 10 yards of the hos- 
tile position, threw a number of hand grenades and followed 
up with sten machine carbine fire. Three hostile* were 
killed and some weapons and equipment were captured. 
Subedar Marwati pressed forward in the direction of tho 
escape route of the hostiles and wounded five more of them. 
Eventually the hostile position was destroyed, 

Subedar Tangshlba Marwati dislplayed conspicuous bravery 
and devotion to duty of a high order. 

7. Able Seaman TEJA SINGH (O. No. 45047). 

(Effective date of award — 13 th January, 1964), 

On 13th January 1964, fire broke out in the Projection 
Room of INS Mysore, and a sailor was overcome and ren- 
dered unconscious. The room was locked from inside and in 
spite of efforts made by many officers and sailors, no one 
could enter, When all hope seemed lost. Able Seaman Teja 
Singh volunteered to make a final bid to rescue the sailor. 

Disregarding hia own safety, Able Seaman Teja Singh went 
through the thick suffocating smoke and heat of the flames, 
broke open the door of the room and groping for the un- 
conscious sailor, found him and brought him to iafety. He 
also saved costly equipment and prevented the fire from 
spreading further. 

In this action. Able Seaman Teja Singh displayed exem- 
plary gallantry in the best traditions of the Indian Navy. 

8. 3351817 Sepoy HARBANS SINGH, 5th Bn., 

The Sikh Regiment (Posthumous) 

( Effective date of award — 10th February, 1964). 

On 10th February 1964, Sepoy Harbans Singh was the 
leading scout of a rifle platoon which formed part of a 
column that had set out the previous night to raid a hostile 
hideout. While the column was on the move, the scouts 
were fired upon from a concealed position in the jungle. 
Sepoy Harbans Singh charged the position firing his rifle from 
the hip. The hostile was wounded and fled leaving behind 
his rifle and ammunition. 

Later, another platoon of the column came under heavy 
small arms fire in an adjoining area. Sepoy Harbans Singh’s 
platoon was assigned the task of eliminating the hostile fire. 
He took the position of a scout and led his Section through 
thick jungle against persistent hostile small arms fire. He 
was hit and wounded in the leg but yet continued to move 
forward. Then a hostile light machine gun opened up on 
him and he sustained a bullet wound in the chest from which 
he died. 

Sepoy Harbans Singh displayed exemplary courage and 
determination in the best traditions of tho Indian Army. 

9. Shri AMRIT LAL, 

Son of Shri Thu mi u Lai, Prasthal Bungalow, Pach- 

marhi, 

(Effective date of award — 1st March, 1964), 

On 1st March 1964, the chowkldar of a bungalow at 
Pachmarhi suspected that a notorious absconding criminal 
might be staying during the night in the annexe. In order 
to apprehend him, the chowlddar directed hi* 16 year old 
son Amrit Lai to keep a vigil over the main building, while 
he himself along with 3 others took a position in the kitchen. 
At about 8 p.m. Amrit Lai spotted a figure ascending the 
stair* to the main building. He challenged the criminal, who 
immediately rushed at him with a dagger. Amrit Lai thrust 
hi* spear at the criminal causing him severe injury. The 
criminal snatched the spear, threw it away and attacked 
Amrit Lai, Amrit Lai raised an alarm, and the criminal 
made off. After a long search, he was found lying seriously 
injured near a nullah. Later he died in hospital. 

In this action, Shri Amrit La 1 displayed exemplary courage 
and determination, 

10. 140068 Naik ATRA BAHADUR RAI. 

The Assam Rifle* 

(Effective date of aM>ard—\3th April \ 1964). 

Naik Atra Bahadur Rai was commanding an Assam Rifles 
section which destroyed a hostile hideout on the night of the 
13 th /14th April 1964. His task was to move a mile ahead 
of the main column with his Section dressed like hostile* and 
to apprehend all approaching civilians and hostile* so that the 
hideout could be taken by surprise. He fulfilled this task 
perfectly, and at grave risk went through the jungle to a 
hostile observation post. When nearly half of the hideout 
had been captured, tho hostile* counter-attacked from tho 
other half on high ground Their counter-attacks were 
repulsed mainly due to the fighting spirit shown by Naik Atra 
Bahadur Rai. 
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la this action, Naik Atra Bahadur Rai displayed commend' 
able courage and determination, 

11, Shri HIRA SINGH THAKUR, Village Simroda, P. S 
Jora, District Morcna, Madhya Pradesh. 

(Effective date of award — 5th May , 1964). 

On the night of 5th May 1964, a gang of docoits entered 
Village Simroda in Madhya Pradesh. It split up into smaller 
parties one of which consisting of 5 or 6 dacoits entered the 
house of Shri Hira Singh Thakur, aged 55, Tlie dacoits tried 
to force his wife to hand over the keys and deliver up all 
cash and ornaments. She shouted to her husband and her 
sons. Shri Hira Singh Thakur grappled with the dacoits, and 
hit them with a road rammer which was lying nearby knock- 
ing two of them unconscious and injuring others. The dacoits 
shot down his wife and sons and snatched the road rammer 
from him. But when one of them was aiming his gun at 
him, Shri Hira Singh Thakur snatched it started beating them 
with the butt. Meanwhile, the other dacoits reached the 
scene, picked up their unconscious comrades, and retreated 
firing shots and killing two persons. But for (he gallant 
fight put up by Shri Hira Singh Thakur, the dacoits would 
have looted many more houses in the village. 

In this action, Shri Hira Singh Thakur displayed exemplary 
courage and tenacity. 

12. JC-19079 Jemadar KISHAN LAL, 

E.M.E. (Posth umous ) , 

( Effective date of award — \5th October , 1964), 

In August 1964, a 3 -ton vehicle with three men fell into 
the river Indus leaving no trace hehind. Jemadar Kishan Lai, 
incharge of a recovery detachment, made bold but unsuccess- 
ful efforts to locate the vehicle. Later in October the water 
receded and a part of the vehicle became visible. Jemadar 
Kishan Lai tried to recover the vehicle and the bodies of the 
three men with the help of an improvised raft. With great 
skill he manoeuvred the flimsy raft in the fast currents to 
reach the spot. Thrice he lowered himself into the icy cold 
water in his attempt to hook the vehicle from different 
points. He finally succeeded in doing so, but while shifting 
the vehicle, his raft over-turned and he was thrown into the 
fast flowing current and swept wavy He used always to 
undertake the most dangerous and difficult tasks himself and 
was a source of inspiration to his men. 

Jemadar Kishan Lai displayed exemplary courage, determi- 
nation and selfless devotion to duty in the best traditions of 
the Indian Army.

(DECISION) 

The Central Government, by the Ministry of Labour & 
Employment's Order No. 55(42)/63 LR.IV, dated 27th 
February 1964, made in exercise of the powers conferred by 
Section 36 A of the industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (XIV of 
1947), referred to me for interpretation a difficulty or doubt 
which has arisen as regards the interpretation of the Award 
of the National Industrial Tribunal (Bank Disputes), Bom- 
bay, published in the Gazette of India, Extra-ordinary, Part 
II Section 3, sub-section (ii) dated 30th June 1962 under 
S.O. No. 2028, dated the 13th June 1962. The question on 
the interpretation of which a difficulty or doubt has arisen 
is specified in the schedule annexed to the said order, which 
is in the following terms 


SCHEDULE 

“Whether keeping in view the provisions of paragraph 
19,14 of the Award of the National Industrial Tribunal 
(Bank Disputes), the overtime allowance for the period 1st 
January, 1962 to 31st July, 1962 to employees in banks 
should be calculated on the basis of the actual emoluments 
drawn by them during that period, that is, scales of pay 
os awarded by the National Tribunal or the emoluments 
drawn by them prior to the enforcement of the said 
Award,” 

2. After the reference was made the usual notices were 
issued on the parties and written statements of claim were 
received from (1) the All India Bank Employees’ Associa- 
tion, (2) the All India State Bank of India Staff Federation, 
representing the workmen employed by the State Bank of 
India, (3) the All India Bank Employees' Federation, repre- 
senting the workmen, and on behalf of the Banks from ( 1 ) 
the State Bank of India, (2) the Labour Secretariat of Banks 
in India, after which the submissions of the parties were 
heard by me on 27- J- 1965, 

3. The reference calls for interpretation of paragraph 19.14 
of the Award of the National Industrial Tribunal (Banks 
Disputes), (hereinafter referred to as the Desai Award) 
which is in the following terms : — 

“19.14, In respect of all other matters, this award will 
come into operation on the date when the award becomes 
enforceable under the provisions of section 17A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act. 1947. As regards all matters in 
respect whereof this award will come into operation with 
effect from the date when it becomes enforceable as afore- 
said, all the existing provisions will continue to operate 
notwithstanding anything herein contained, until this award 
comes into operation in respect of all such matters. For 
instance, for the purpose of calculation and payment of 
overtime, the existing provisions will, continue to apply 
from 1st January 1962 till the date when the award be- 
comes enforceable under the provisions of section 17A, 
notwithstanding the fact that the new scales of pav, dear- 
ness allowance, etc. have come into operation in the 
meantime.” 

4. Before I proceed to deal with the submissions of the 
parties, it is necessary to state that amongst the subject mat- 
ters referred for adjudication to the said Tribunal, subject 
matter No. 8 related to, “hours of work and overtime**. It 
is admitted that in respect of hours of work and overtime no 
retrospective effect was granted by the Desai Award, 

5. It is admitted, however, that the Desai Award fixed new 
scales of pay and dearness allowance, which under directions 
contained in the Award, came into force from 1-1-1962 The 
Desai Award became enforceable under Section 17A of the 
Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Act XIV of 1947) in August, 
1962. Para 19.13 of the Award mentions the following six 
subject-matters on which the directions in the Award were 
to come into force from 1-M962 : — 

(i) Categorisation of banks and areas. 

(ii) Scales of pay, 

(iii) Method of adjustment in the scales of pay, 

(iv) Dearness allowance, 

(v) Special allowance, house rent allowance, officiating 
allowance, hill allowance and fuel allowance, 

(vi) Provident fund, pension and gratuity. 

11 will be noticed that overtime was one of the other matters 
which has been dealt with under para 19.14 of the Act. 

6. Shri K. K. Mundul. the Vice-President of the All India 
Bank Employees* Association, has urged that under paragraph 
19.14 of the Award what has been directed is that for the 
purpose of calculation and payment of overtime, the existing 
provisions i>. provisions under the Sashtri Award, would 
continue to apply from 1-1-1962 till the Desai Award became 
enforceable on 1-8-1962. But the quantum of pay and dear- 
ness allowance on which the over time was to be calculated 
and paid was the new scales of pay and dearness allowance 
which has been prescribed by the Desai Award and which 
had come into force as stated earlier with effect from 1-1-1962 
as directed in paragraph 19.13 of the Award. He has urged 
that this is the logical interpretation because the question of 
hours of work and overtime has been dealt with in paragraph 
10.1 and the general directions on overtime are given in 
paragraph 10.21 of the Desai Award. He has drawn atten- 
tion to paragraph 10.40 of the Desai Award which has des- 
cribed the mode of calculation and the same has been set 
out as a specific provision in paragraph 10.46 (15) of the 
Desai Award which is in the following terms : 

“For the purpose of calculating the amount payable for 
overtime work every month shall be deemed to consist of 
150 working hours so that the ordinary emoluments pay- 
able per hour will be deemed to be 1/1 50th of the monthly 
emoluments for all workmen.*’ 

He has argued that the Desai Award has thus introduced a 
new mode of calculation of overtime payment He how- 
ever. admitted that para 19.14 of the Desai Awird precludes 
the application of the notional hours of work of 150 per 
month for the purpose of calculation of overtime allowance 
and m para 9 of his written statement he has stated that under 
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the directions in para 19.14 the method of calculation of the 
overtime as prescribed by the Sashtri Award has to be com 
tinued, in spite of the fact that the new scales of pay had 
come into force in the meantime. In para 10 of his written 
statement Shri Mundul has argued as follows : — 

“The Association submits that the rate at which the 
overtime allowance is payable is dependent on the dual 
factors — (1) mode of calculation of overtime hours and 
(2) wages of the individual employees, The directions in 
paragraph 19,14 of the Desai Award contain that there 
shall be two systems of calculation of overtime hours ( 1 ) 
as was in existence prior to the enforcement of the Desai 
Award and payment in terms thereof j and (2) as pres- 
cribed by the Desai Award at the notional working hours 
of 150 per month and payment in terms thereof* In para- 
graph 19.13 of the said Desai Award the wages governing 
the workmen are directed to be made applicable as from 
1st January 1962, Therefore, for the determination of 
overtime allowance, the wages will continue to be a com- 
mon factor in both the systems of calculation of overtime 
hours” 

7. I am not impressed by this contention of Shri K. K. 
Mundul* I am inclined to agree with the contentions urged 
on behalf of the Banks that (he proper interpretation of the 
directions in paragraph 19.14 is that the rate of calculation 
of the overtime payments for the period Jst January 1962 
till the date the Desai Award became enforceable under Sec- 
tion 17A of the Industrial Disputes Act i.e. till 30-7-1962, 
the rate of calculation for overtime payments was to be that 

rescribed by the earlier Sashtri Award and that it was to 
e paid on the basis of the emoluments which the workmen 
were to draw under the Sashtri Award. In my opinion Shri 
R. Setlur, the learned Solicitor for the Banks has lightly 
argued that if it was the intention of the Desai Tribunal that 
overtime payment from 1st January 1962 till the time the 
Award became enforceable was to be on the basis of the 
Desai Award wage scales and dearness allowance etc. then 
there was no need for the Tribunal to have given the illus- 
tration contained in paragraph 19.14 and particularly no need 
to have used the words 

“notwithstanding the fact that the new scales of pay, 
dearness allowance, etc, have come into operation in the 
meantime.” 

I agree with Shri Setlur’s contention that the true interpre- 
tation of this direction is that notwithstanding that ;hs Desai 
Award wage scales, dearness allowance, etc., bad come into 
force from 1st January 1962, the overtime payment was to 
be calculated for the period 1st January 1962 till the date 
the award became enforceable, on the basis either 'of the 
Sashtri Award as modified or the existing provisions of the 
Banks concerned in case, the Bank was not covered by the 
Sashtri Award as modified. I am satisfied that the non- 
obstante clause contained in paragraph 19.14 of the Desai 
Award clearly supports the Bank's interpretation of the said 
direction, In my opinion the contention of Shri Setlur that 
the Desai Tribunal was aware on the submissions made to it 
on behalf of the Banks that possible claims would be made 
for overtime payment on the basis of the wages and dearness 
allowance drawn during the period 1-1-1962 till the Tribunal 
award became enforceable and that is why it specifically pro- 
vided the non-obstante clause and stated that notwithstanding 
the coming into force of the new scales of pay from an 
earlier date i.e. 1-1-1962, the calculations for overtime would 
be made as directed in the Sashtri Award on the basis of the 
salaries paid under that Award as modified, is well founded 
and justified, I am satisfied as stated in the written state- 
ment of the Labour Secretariat of Banks in Tndia that the 
Banks had specifically submitted before the Desai Tribunal 
that even assuming without admitting that a case existed for 
revising wage scales etc. the Tribunal should ensure that past 
payments were not disturbed and in particular a reference 
was made to overtime payments made by the Banks, I am 
satisfied as submitted by the Banks Secretariat that the direc- 
tions contained in paragraph 19.14 of the Desai Award were 
made with a view to avoid any doubt or misunderstanding in 
the matter and it was with that object that the Desai Tribunal 
specifically referred by way of illustration to the calculation 
and payment of overtime as a result of the Award. 

8. Shri K. K. Mundul has next urged that to give any other 
interpretation than the one urged by him to the directions 
contained in paragraph 19.14 of the Award would be to grant 


the Banks a relief, which was not the intention of the Tribu- 
nal. But as urged by Shri Setlur, in reply, this direction wai 
specifically granted because of the special pleading made to 
the Tribunal as stated by him. The intention was not to 
give a relief to the Banks but to prescribe a method of cal- 
culation which would be in consonance with the overtime 
that was being paid and which was to continue till the Award 
became enforceable with its new method of calculation of 
overtime, based on notional work basis of 150 hours in a 
month. 

9. I must next deal with the argument urged by Shri 
DuJhia for the All India Bank Employees’ Federation. Shri 
Dudhia has urged that para 19.14 should be read in con- 
junction with direction contained in para 10.46(17), which 
is as follows 

“10.46 I give the following general directions in connection 
with hours of work and overtime : — ” 

“(17) The directions hereinbefore given shall be subject 
to the provisions made by or under any enactment 
applicable to the establishment concerned.” 

Shri Dudhia has argued that as under the provisions of the 
relevant statutes, the overtime would have to be calculated on 
“wages” as defined under the relevant statute, there would be 
a conflict between the provisions of such statutes and the direc- 
tions contained in Para 19*14 of the Award, if dearness 
allowance were not to be calculated on the basis of the 
actual pay and dearness allowance, which the workmen were 
drawing during the period, under the provisions of the Award. 

10. I am not satisfied that there is any substance in this 
argument, Shri Setlur is right when he argued that if mere 
emoluments had been fixed by paragraph 19.14, then Shri 
Dudliia’s argument would have had same force. He bas 
rightly argued that the Desai Award has fixed the terms of 
the contract of service between the Banks and their employees 
and that that contract of service provides that during a par- 
ticular period i.e, 1-1-1962 to the date the Award became 
enforceable, the basic pay and dearness allowance for the 
purpose of calculation and payment of overtime would be 
the basic pay and dearness allowance which wore fixed under 
the earlier Sashtri Award and it was not to be paid on the 
emoluments prescribed by the Desai Award itself, which 
were to be applied for the purpose of overtime only from the 
date the Award became enforceable i.e. 1-8-1962. Pie has 
rightly argued that the Authority under the Payment of 
Wages Act, would interpret the provision of the Shops Sc 
Establishments Act in respect of the overtime payment in 
terms of the contract of service as specified by the Desai 
Award. I think there is substance in this contention of Shri 
Setlur and 1 do not think there is any conflict in the directions 
contained in para 10.43(17) and para 19.14 of the Desai 
Award as suggested by Shri Dudhia, 

11. Tt has stated by the representative of the Bank of 
Baroda Employees’ Union that that Bank had calculated and 
paid overtime under para 19.14 of the Desai Award on the 
basis of the new scales of pay and dearness allowance, which 
had come into force from 1-1-1962. Tt was also stated at 
;he hearing that certain other Banks bad also paid over- 
time between 1-1-1962 and 1-8-1962 on that basis. But that 
cannot be an argument in support of the interpretation sought, 
to be placed by the Union, if that interpretation is disputed 
and the question as to the correct interpretation is referred 
to a Tribunal for interpretation which must give the inter- 
pretation of the disputed passage in the Award having regard 
to the language used in the disputed passage and the other 
relevant directions contained in the relevant and co-related 
parts of the Award. 

12. In the result, on a careful consideration of the submis- 
sions made by the parties, T am clearly of the opinion that 
keeping in view the provisions of paragraph 19.14 of the 
Award of the National Industrial Tribunal (Banks Disputes), 
the overtime allowance for the period 1st January 1962 to 
31st July 1962 to employees in Banks should be calculated 
on the basis of the emoluments drawn by them prior to the 
enforcement of the said award and not on the basis of the 
actual emoluments drawn by them during the period I.e. on 
the scales of pay awarded by the National Industrial Tribunal 
(Banks Disputes), and I give my decision accordingly.
